Promise of Early Adjustment of Phil­

March 19.—It is as­ 
sumed today that the Rapid Transit 
company and the striking carmen will 
come to an agreement by tonight or 
Sunday at the latest.

lire in American history , to k eep be­ 
fore u s this noble character and to 
stimu late within u s a tru er lov e of 
ou r cou ntry , together with a broader 
and higher dev otion to those p rinci­ 
p les of hu man liberty for which Wash­ 
ington and ou r fathers fou ght. 
Washington well earned the p lace 
he holds in history and in the hearts 
of his cou ntry men; and while he was 
only hu man and, therefore, su bject to 
hu man frailties 
and 
weak nesses, he 
was, at the same time, and 
desp ite 
these facts, a great and a noble char­ 
acter. 
A stu dy of the man. as shown in 
his career from a su rv ey or to p resi­ 
dent of the United States, discloses, 
we think , the leading traits of 
his 
character. 
In the first p lace, he was 
of a thou ghtfu l, deliberativ e 
natu re. 
He was p ossessed of tremendou s will 
force, and this facu lty , tu rned as it 
was in his case into the right chan­ 
nels, enabled him to carry 
forward 
that work of self-training which he 
began in his early y ou th and contin­ 
u ed. so far as we k now, to the close 
of his long and ev entfu l career. 
He 
was stu diou s in his 
habits, 
lov ed 
tru th, honesty and sobriv ty ; and these 
v irtu es, with the constant u se of his 
reflectiv e p owers, soon gav e to him a 
ju dgment rip ened by thou ghtfu l obser­ 
v ation, far su p erior to that p ossessed 
by most men of twice his age and ex ­ 
p erience. 
11 is innate modesty , too, 
is 
well 
k nown. 
In abou t the only letter to 
his wife that has been p reserv ed in* 
assu res her that he did not seek the 
high p lace which the continental con­ 
gress had giv en him as commander In 
chief of the American army . 
lie also 
teds her in the same ep istle that he 
cou ld not shirk the grav e resp onsibili­ 
ties thu s thru st u p on him and that he 
cou ld not, withou t bringing rep roach 
and disgrace to his good name, decline 
tne p roffered honor. 
At the same time 
he ex p resses his fears as to his ability 
to handle the great interests intru sted 
to him. bu t adds, with modest 
confi­ 
dence 
that he will do the best he 
can and leav e the rest to that Prov i­ 
dence who had all along gu ided and 
p rotected him in ev ery imp ortant u n­ 
dertak ing. 
This, then, is enou gh for u s to k now, 
that he did su cceed in his new and re­ 
sp onsible p osition, and in the discharge 
of his du ties as commander in chief 
disp lay ed the heroism, fortitu de and 
cou rage that won for him the u ndy ing 
lov e and v eneration 
of 
ev ery tru e 
American. Why shou ld we, then, both­ 


er abou t the minor blemishes, if there 
were any , of su ch a man? 
We was still the great general, the 
p atient, u ncomp laining p atriot, sharing 
the su fferings and hardship s of his 
faithfu l soldiers, and nev er, for one 
Instant, swerv ing in his sp lendid de­ 
v otion to his cou ntry and the great 
cau se of hu man liberty .

Day of Ilarv PMt in Baby lonia, When 
All Debta Were Paid. 
In the wonderfu l restoration of the 
ancient p ast which has resu lted from 
the work of the ex p lorer in the East 
nothing is more astonishing than the 
k nowledge we hav e gained of the so­ 
cial life, manners and cu stoms of the 
<tncient inhabitants of Egy p t, Baby ­ 
lonia and other Eastern centers of 
civ ilization. 
In this resp ect the discov eries in 
Baby lonia hav e been far more enlight­ 
ening than any others, for in that land 
edu cation was more general, ex tend­ 
ing to the low?er grades of the com; 
mu nity , and the literary tendency of 
the p eop le leading them to hav e a 
written record for any ev ent su p p lies 
u s w ith a mass of details of the affairs 
of daily life far more v iv id than in 
the case of any other p eop le of an­ 
tiq u ity . 
Baby lonia was the garden of the 
ancient East, as later tradition made 
it the site of the “Garden of Eden.” 
and the ancient Su merian p op u lation 
was the earliest organized commu nity 
of agricu ltu rists of wiiom we hav e 
record, say s W. St. Chad Boscawen in 
the London Globe. 
The natu re of the soil, a deep allu ­ 
v ial, made it a land of the richest 
k ind for the agricu ltu rist, and natu re 
needed bu t little assistance at the hand 
of man to bring forth her richest and 
best to su p p ly his wants. 
Althou gh not the indigenou s home 
of wheat, that being u ndou btedly the 
slop es of the mou ntain of Lu ristan and 
the p lain of Elam, where settlements 
of p rehistoric harv esters hav e been 
fou nd, it soon became the cornfield 
p ar ex cellence of western Asia, and 
in later times the granary of the Per­ 
sian emp ire. 
The early Su merian settlers brou ght 
with them from the home land on the 
east of the Tigris the first elements 
of agricu ltu re and soon the p lains of 
lower Chaldea became cov ered with 
corn fields. 
One of the oldest inscrip ­ 
tions we p ossess, that of Manishtu -su , 
k ing of Kish, which mu st date back 
to abou t B. C. 4000, if not earlier, is 
a p u rely agricu ltu ral record and shows 
that the p rincip les of agricu ltu re were 
already dev elop ed and sy stematized. 
The v alu e of land was estimated on 
corn v alu ation, and the rights of land­ 
lord and the tenant were clearly de­ 
fined. 
Moreov er, the ancient records 
shows that the calendar of those early 
Inhabitants of Chaldea was agricu l­ 
tu ral and started from the au tu mnal 
eq u inox —the p eriod of the “greater 
harv est.” 
In Baby lonia the food p roblem dom­ 
inated all the affairs of life. 
In re­ 
mote p rehistoric times man had been 
the p ensioner of natu re, dep endent on 
the su p p lies she granted him, bu t now 
man by his inv ention of agricu ltu ral 
Imp lements had conq u ered natu re and 
by his assistance rendered her far 
more lav ish In according him su p p lies 
for his w'ants. 
The ex treme fertility 
of the Chaldean p lain soon made It 
the corn p rodu cing center of the w hole 
of western Asia, and as her food was 
the eq u iv alent of money it soon be­ 
came the p redominant p artner In the 
world of commerce. 
As a resu lt of the old p rimitiv e bar­ 
ter sy stem p ay ments in k ind ru led 
Instead of cash p ay ments and corn 
became money . 
Su rp lu s su p p lies of 
corn or other foodstu ffs became in­ 
come or cap ital and cou ld minister 
to the lu x u ry of the su ccessfu l agri­ 
cu ltu rist. 
With the rise of the v illage 
commu nity and later the city k ing­ 
dom this increase of wealth became 
a sou rce of rev enu e on which the 
heads of the commu nity cou ld draw 
for commu nal w'ants, and in this man­ 
ner there grew u p the first and great­ 
est sy stem of rev enu e ev er fou nd In 
ancient oriental lands. 
Ancient 
Baby lonia 
p ossessed 
one 
featu re in which it closely resembled 
ou r own cou ntry In the middle ages, 
the bu lk of the p rop erty was in re­ 
ligiou s hands. 
That is, the v ariou s 
districts into which the land was di­ 
v ided were each the fief of the p rov ­ 
ince god 
The tables from Tel-lo show 
that all that district was the fief of 
the god Nin-gir-su ; of Nip p u r, the fief 
of Entil or the elder “Bel” ; of Sip - 
p ara, the su n god. and all the rev enu es 
were collected by the temp le officials 
and p aid into the temp le treasu ry and 
classed as “the wealth or p rop erty of 
the god.” 
There 
were 
many 
v illages 
and 
small towns in the fief of the p rov ­ 
ince gods, and their rev enu es were 
collected by resident collectors and 
cither remitted to the head city or 
stored in the local storehou se, and a 
v ery carefu l accou nt of them sent to 
headq u arters. 
All the du es were col­ 
lected at one time, on “the day of har­ 
v est.” 
When the harv est -time came 
it was indeed a time of bu siness p res­ 
su re, the cu lmination of the y ear, the 
great day of reck oning. 
The deeds 
which hav e been recov ered from the 
treasu res of the Baby lonian temp les 
amp ly p rov e this. 
Ev ery thing became du e on the day 
of harv est. 
Thu s a loan tablet from 
Nip p u r say s: 
“Fiv e and a half shek ­ 
els, which X borrowed from the su n 
god to the su n god he shall p ay back 
with the interest on the day of har­ 
v est.” 
All small tradesmen were p aid 
at harv est, and among them the oblig­ 
ing p u blican, who had giv en credit 
for beer du ring the p rev iou s months 
to his cu stomers. All wages were p aid 
at harv est time.

Three conferences were
